1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

2. Claims 72 and 73 do not clearly tie the "generating" step to the identifying step. 
For example, claim 46 recites "in response to the determination. . ." which ties the final 
search results to the determination step. It is advised that Applicant amend the limitation 
of "generating. . . " to "in response to the identifying...." to place the claims in better 
condition for allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: *** 

4. .The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually 
or in combination the limitation of determining that a first document corresponding to the 
first search result and a second document corresponding to the second search result are 
query-specific duphcate documents from a comparison of one or more first query- 
relevant parts of the first document and one or more second query-relevant parts of the 
second document, where each query-relevant part includes at least one of the one or more 
keywords; and in response to the determination, not adding the second search result to the 
set of final search results, as set forth in claim 46, and similarly in claims 72 and 73.
